ed detection by wearing the uniform ol 
naval cadets, thus obtaining admission 
to the navy ynrd and access to the ships 
without difficulty.

WILLIAM DROSS CLUNG 


TO CEAFT AND WAS SAVED 


Other Occupant Sank at Once—Efforts 


to Bring1 Him to Surface Be- 


fore Life Was Extinct 


Failed. 


A sad accident, resulting in the death 


of John Rasmussen, njjed 2C, and the 
narrow escape of William Dross, a com- 
jnnion, marked the summer opening of 
;he .Maroon camp, Sunday 
afternoon, 


i'he camp is located on the west side of 
Hoot river, about two miles north of the 
Rapids dam. 


The club has a. large membership and 


early ;-Sunday morning a goodly num- 
jer repaired to the resort to open the 
ilace -and enjoy an outing. It • looked 
ike .rain, but'the day became an ideal 
one, .except that a strong gale prevailed 
Torn the west, making boating rather 
difficult. 
, .Baseball and other sports were enjoy- 
ed by the Maroon boys and in the after- 
noon boating and swimming" was in or- 
der. 
John Rasmussen 
and 
William 


Dross went but for a boat ride after 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. When out fif- 
;y feet and directly opposite the Laing 
jump the boat capsized and the two 
young men were thrown into the water., 
Mr. Dross managed to grasp hold of the 
joat to which he clug, but Mr. Rasmus- 
sen was not so successful and in. sight of 
his many friends on the shore he sank 
and was drowned. 


JiAY HAVE BEEN STUNNED. 


Three boys in, a boat not a hundred 


feet away, rowed to the scene of the ac- 
cident, but could render no assistance, 
_nd the supposition is that Mr. Rasmus- 
sen was struck on the head by the boat 
and stunned, for he was a good swim- 
mer. The accident created the greatest 
excitement, nnd after Mr. Dross was res- 
cued every effort was made to recover 
the body of Mr. Rasmusscn. 


Louis Blish and Charles Jenistn, also 


others, dove down to the bottom of the 
river and attempted to locale the drown- 
ed man, but without success. A telephone 
message was sent to the city asking that 
members of the life saving crew come 
out with grapling hooks. Surfman John 
Harms and others answered the call and 
worked until after 7 o'clock in'the even- 
ing, when they, found the body. It wns 
taken to the Maroon camp nnd later 
brought to the' undertaking parlors of 
Thronscn Furniture company, in charge 
of Coroner Jonas Hoyle, who had been 
notified. 


MEMBER OF MAROON CLUB. 


Young Rasmussen had lived in Racine 


all of his life and was well known nnd 
liked. Since the establishment of the 
Maroon club he wns a member. His 
home is at 1015 Milwaukee avenue, and 
he and a younger brother were the sole 
support of a- widowed mother, the father 
having met with an accident at 
the 


Pugh coal ynrd sonic years ago, result- 
ing in his death. For a long time the 
drowned man was employed in the erect- 
ing department of the J. L Case T. M. 
Co!, but lately has worked at Fish Bros. 
Wagon factory. 


LIFE LOST THERE BEFORE. 


The place where the 
drowning oc- 


curred appears to be a treacherous lo- 
cation, for some years ago Charles 
Ernest, an employe of the Horlick's Lime 
& .Stone Co., lost his life there, and a 
boat load of ladies and go.ntlemen cap- 
sized last year and some of them nearly 
drowned. 
k 


The death of young Rasmussen cast a 


gloom over the Maroon camp, and in 
fact the hundreds of people who were, 
out enjoying boating on the river dur- 
ing the afternoon. 


Two watches were found on the body. 


They had both stopped at 3:40 to the 
minute, the hands probably ceasing their 
movements after th'e decease^ fell into 
the water. 


There survives the young man a moth- 


er, two brothers, a step-brother and a 
sister, to mourn his loss. The funeral 
will take place tomorrow afternoon nt 2 
o'clock from the house.

'At 10" o'clock this morning-Coroner 
Jonas Hoylc held an inquest at his room- 
in the court house.- 


SURVTVOK'S STORY. 


William Dross, who was in the, boat 


with'Rasmussen when it capsized, wns 
the first witness.' Mr. Dross .testified 
that he lived nt 1413 West street. He 
Syent o'ut to.the Maroon camp Saturday- 
and.so did John Rasmussen'. He-remain-, 
ed there, but Mr. Rasmusscn went home 
Saturday night and returned 
Sunday 


morning. He, Mr. Rasmussen and two 
[Other*, left the Maroon oauif in a flat 


bottom boat and rowed'to the .landing 
of the East Side Gun club. They re- 
mained there until afternoon and again 
started for the Maroon, club grounds. 
There were three in the boat, .himself, 
John Rasmusaen and another 
person 


whom he,did not know, a stranger, said 
to be Adam Bentz. On the way up the 
river the boat, capsized and the three 
went into the water. .The stranger, or 
Bentz, swam to, another boat and was 
taken ashore. .. He-and Rasmussan right- 
ect the boat and resumed the trip. He 
was rowing. Rasmussen made an at- 
tempt to change places and;. take the 
oars, when, the boat again ' went; over 
and threw them into the water. He 
managed to get hold of the boat. Ras- 
mussen swam beside the boat and was 
apparently all right. Suddenly'he heard' 
Rasmussen exclaim, " "Buck,' 'I'm all in." 
'Buck" is the nickname of-the witness. 
The witness thought he . was 
fooling, 


knowing he was a powerful swimmer. 
Witness tried to get hold of Rasmussen, 
failed, and when he looked again ^the 
man had sunk. He crawled- up on the 
bottom 
of the boat and was towed 


ashore by other parties. At the time 
they were in shallow water, but there 
was a steep incline and it wns supposed 
Rasmussen went'down this into fifteen 
feet of water. 


C. W. OLSEN'S TESTD10NY. 


C. W. Olsen was sitting at the edge 


of tho river of the Maroon camp when 
the accident occurred. He heard some- 
one call that a boat was over. He saw 
the men struggling in the water.- Ras- 
mussen was swimming beside the boat, 
and afterwards sunk. He was 300 yards 
away. A dozen boats were on the river 
in the vicinity of the accident. One of 
then started toward the capsized boat. 
Rasmussen was above water ten min- 
utes, in the opinion of the witness. 


John Harms testified to having been 


called from the lifesaving station and 
recovered • the body. 


Dr. J. E. Brehm testified to having 


examined the body aud gave as his opin- 
ion that death resulted from drowning. 


The jury brought in a verdict of acci- 


dental drowning.^ 


NURSE DROWNED AT MADISON. ' 
MADISON, Wis,, May . 23.—By 
the 


swamping of a rowboat near the Battle 
Creek sanitarium- at South Madison yes- 
terday, afternoon, Cordelia Dean, of Mer- 
rill'was drowned in Lake'Monona and 
four'-other young women narrowly es- 
caped n similar fate. 
. The two who could swim jumped from 
the boat and struck out1 for the shore, 
while two of the others who could not 
swim attempted to follow, but sank al- 
most immediately. The fifth clung to 
the side of the boat. 


As soon as the alarm was sounded res- 


cuers put out in boats from the sanitar- 
ium mid picked up the young woman 
clinging to the oarless boat. They then 
raised the bodies of the two young wo- 
men who had sunk,, they being visible 
from the surface, as they were in-only 
seven feet of water. 


One of the young women,- Miss Mildred 


Wood of Winona, Minn., was resuscitat- 
ed after two'hours' work, but Miss Dean 
could raot be revived.

The conference then voted to indefinite- 
ly postpone the election of a successor. 
to Mr. Day on' the Episcopal board and 
this action was taken to mean there, will 
be no balloting for an" eighth bishop by 
this conference .and that the board will 
remain as-at-present constituted. 


In resigning Hishop Day asked permis- 


sion of the conference to retire from' fur- 
ther attendance. The resignation; came ' 
as a profound surprise to every one ex- 
cept a few friends, with whom Bishop 
Day had consulted regarding his deter- 
mination, and his statement which'pre-- 
ceded his action- was listened. to by the 
delegates and crowded galleries with in- 
tense interest. 


When Bishop Foss, who was presiding, 


asked the conference to hear a settle- 
ment from Bishop-elect Day as a matter, 
of personal privilege the assembly.. ap- 
peared to divine that .something out of 
the usual was about to happen and im- 
mediately granted-permission. • 


Mr. JDay, who. occupied a seat among 


the bishops on the platform, came to the 
front of .the speaker's stand arid in a' 
tense and impressive tone of voice began 
his statement. 


CONSCIENCE HIS GUIDE. 


"I do not believe," said Mr. Day, ."that 


any man in the conference will charge 
me with disloyalty to my conscience and1 
to my God. I believe that everyone will 
concede that I am actuated by honest 
motives and that I am fulfilling my 'duty, 
in taking the action I am about to take. 
I wish to make it clear that there has 
been -no coercion by the board of trus- 
tees of my university and that material 
considerations did not in any way enter 
into this matter.

Republicans Have Great Need oi 


an Even Temper. 


Calmer Members Will Await the De- 


cision of Courts on the Legal 


Status of Tickets. 


MADISON, May 21.—With the atmos- 


phere cleared of the acrimonious fac- 
tionalism which during the past few- 
days has resulted in the placing of two 
tickets in tho field both claiming to be 
the regular Republican ticket, the ques- 
tion is being asked "could it not have 
been averted?" Was there not 
some 


manner- in which the warring factions 
could have been brought together, in the 
interests of party harmony? 


Could not a standard bearer have been 


secured by throwing aside Baensch, Cook 
and La Follette who would have served 
the purpose of a peace candidate'! In 
the nature of things this was impossi- 
ble. Cook had stood on a peace plat- 
form, denounced '"sttilwartism" us earn- 
estly as he did ''half brccdism," and 
prayed and begged for party harmony, 
but the governor's adherents would not 
listen to Cook, they were there to re- 
nominate the governor, and for that p'ur- 
pose alone. The other side was on hand 
to nominate anybody but la Follette and 
to accept no compromise, wherein the 
name of La Fcllette should figure on the 
ticket. They argued that for the past 
four years we have had nothing but par- 
ty war, and they were tired of it. The 
governor's followers insist that all his 
plans for reform have been blocked by 
the legislature as effectively as though 
the. legislative branch was in the Demo- 
crats hands. This was the keynote of 
thc.governjr's speech, of acceptance, the. 
redemption of party pledges as exempli- 
fied . in the platforms of two and four- 
years ago. 


The stalwarts in their platform have, 


•incorporated in more temperate form 
.some of the reforms called for by La 
.Follette and much that is an unpleasant, 
.reminder to the governor that there is 
need of a,. housccleaning by his official 
family. 


Because of being possessed of the or- 


ganization known as the state central 
committee nnd that committee assuming 
powers not heretofore exercised by that 
body, denying seats in the temporary 
organization to those delegates bearing 
legally certified credentials from their 
co'unty committees, the governor's fol- 
.lowers, it is charged, have been guilty of 
an unwarranted usurpation of rights 
that will not be sustained by either the 
national committee in the seating of del- 
egates at large or by the courts in rec- 
ognizing the La Follette ticket as enti- 
tled to"a place on the ballot under the 
regular party heading. 


•In the meantime Republicans of both 


factions should bear in mind that there 
is little to be gained by charging one or 
the other with party treason by virtue 
of their adherence to, or expressed pref- 
erence for, the ticket which best repre- 
sents their views. All this talk of sub- 
mitting to the will of the majority or to 
the wishes of the people sounds very 
nice, but it docs not settle anything. 
With each side conceding to the other, 
virtually 600 each of the.1,065 delegates, 
and the rest of the 05 in dispute, the 
'•'majority" is not 
so 
overwhelmingly 


conclusive as to give the "party treason" 
argument very much weight. 


There is little reason for the common 


people banging each 
other 
about the 


heads or passing old friends by on the 
street over the matter. It is safe to say 
that the rank and file of the party will 
be willing to await the decisions of the 
tribunals to whom the questions of le- 
gality will bo submitted and abide there- 
by. Such talk for instance as that by 
Chairman Lenroot in'likening Senator 
Spooner to Jefferson Davis, will not 
mend matters, nor in the minds of the 
calmer people will such expressions ad- 
vance the cause of the faction to whom 
the party making them belongs. 


A most unfortunate situation in which 


oven men of public place like Congress- 
man Cooper refuses to be drawn to take 
sides should convince every Republican 
that tolerance, should be extended- to 
those who differ from them.

States battleship Kentucky anchored .'off 
Tompkinsvillc, today, having made the 
world's record run for a warship from 
Hong Kong and Madeira to New York. 
The total distance steamed was 12,690 
miles from Hong Kong at an average 
speed of 12.T knots. The last run of 2,900 
miles from Madeira to New York was 
made at an average speed of 13.S knots. 
The whole distance was made under nat- 
ural draught. 
The Kentucky has been, in commission 
a little more than four years and her 
first run was out,to the China station. 
She has been the flagship of the squadron 


for, three years, nnd has flown the flag 
of Rear A'dmiral Evans for more than 
two years. She left Manila, March 13, 
docked at Hong Kong on March.-15, and 
sailed for home on March 29: She readi- 
ed Colombo, Ceylon, on 'April. S(.after a. 
run of three thousand miles. -The Ken- 
tucky left Colombo, on. April 11, and ar- 
rived at Port Said, Egypt, by April 23.1 


She left Port Said two days later .and 
reached Suez April 25. At Suez she re-, 
ceived the intelligence of the accident to 
the battleship Missouri off . Pensacola 
and $700 was rnised by the Kentucky. 
crew for the benefit of the families oi 
the men killed. 


The Kentucky left Naples on May 4 


and reached Gibraltar three days later. 
She left that port on the 8th, touched at 
Madeira on the llth and sailed for New 
York the next day.

Under these circumstances 
it'is thought that life will be economized 
by storming the stronghold and elitni;

the area of actual conflict.

, ST. PETERSBURG. May 20, 6:40 p. 
m,—Following on the heels of tho news 
of the disaster to the Japanese fleet the 
general staff today'received official ad- 
•ices of the defeat of the Japanese force 
which was inarching northward 
from 


Feng Wang Cheng for the purpose of 
executing n. flank movement on Mukden.

One of t'ne giant evils is the goin; 


nslray of the young in consequence of 
defective bringing up at home, nnd the 
work of reforming delinquent children 
is a problem Hint besets many good men 
nnd women, who have set themselves to 
work to stem the tide. Juvenile delin- 
quency is nil evil to be corrected if com- 
munities would reduce the percentages 
of crime nnd cost of• running the courts 
nnd police departments, and it is the 
best methods of bringing about refor- 
mation in children who huvc pore wrong, 
that is stirring the minds of ninny good 
inen and women. 


Houses of correction and housen of de- 


tention, and juvenile courts are all me 
f hods adopted, for .the dread of confining 
children in prisons, lu\s been a merciful 
factor in disconrngir,'; the imprisonment 
of the young in jails where older per- 
sons were confined. One of the speakers 
at this congress wiis Judge Lindsay of 
(he Denver. Colorado, Juvenile 
court. 


This speaker declared the Illinois juve- 
nile court law not comparable in cflic- 
ieney with the law of his state and pro- 
ceeded to explain the workings of the 
Colorado h'.w which is well worth repro 
diicini'. 
lie. said: 


"While we concede to Illinois tlie first 


law, we I'liiim to have the best. \Ve 
claim this because it is the only law in 
the union that holds parents nnd others 
legally responsible for the moral delin- 
quency of children, and out there we 
tire enforcing the statute by sending fa- 
thers nnd others to jail. AVc have had 
about fourteen parents in jail in the last 
three mouths. 


"We do not stop at the fathers. At a 


recent clean-up in the juvenile court we 
sent to jail two men for selling cigar- 
ettes to boys, one for selling thorn to lit- 
tle girls, several for liquor selling nnd 
two for selling dangerous firearms to 
children of 11 and 12 years. A $10 fine 
and suspension of judgment on condition 
tlmt the childish offense is not repeated 
^n1 the case of many careless mothers 
works) wonders, 


"At least half the murderers of this 


country in the hist few years have come 
from among the boys and young men of 
the nation. More than half of the in- 
niates of jails nnd penitentiaries come 
from among Our boys. 
In your cities, 


eliminate the common arrests for drunk- 
enness and disorderly conduct and count 
tho olTonscs agninst property and per- 
son, and you will find that one-fifth to 
one-fourth of all the arrests nve among 
the youth under ill years, the great ma- 
jority being between 10 and 17 years. 
Does anyone doubt that the nation lias 
a/serious boy problem, on its hands?'' 


But it may be asked why 
not 
try 


something more civilized upon the fath- 
ers than 
imprisoning them. 
Possibly 


the dread of n prison cell might exert a 
reformatory influence upon some 
men 


possessing children inclined to roam tho 
streets, but it seems true enough that 
sometimes children for some unaccounta- 
ble, causes will go astray even when the 
Very best of parents seriously labor with 
them. It may all be that some time the 
true key note of the cause of juvenile 
crime may be struck, and that may be 
in the deterioration of parents, of the 
carelessness of parents in nil walks of 
life in not exerting themselves more to 
make pleasant homes for children, and of 
the results of unsuitable marriages.

In view of the course pursued by the

THE PL.-VTFOHMS. 


The platforms of the rival conventions 


cordially indorse the national adminis- 
tration and President Roosevelt, On the, 
main subjects of the day both represent 
a "sound 'Republicanism and arc in ac- 
cord with the Republicans of the state.

As to state 
affairs a plank disapproves of third term 
nominations; favors'a close distinction 
as between the legislative, judicial and 
executive departments; favors non-par- 
tisan judges to the supreme court; calls 
for careful legislative investigation in 
railroad taxation affairs.

BETTERING THE ROADS. 


IThat the western farmers have 'ser- 


iously taken up the'good roads ^move- 
ment is gathered from the increasing at- 
tendance at- the good roads meetings, 
and from tho favorable character of the 
road legislation in some states. Even 
where 
no 
available 
state 
legisla- 


tion 
has 
been ' enacted tho grow- 


ing 
feeling 
favoring 
better 
road- 


ways, is leading to local improvements 
in a. number of states. From one Indi- 
ana county /Wells, is reported for in- 
stance a wonderful _ndvanccmcnt. The 
favorite road in the central west is the 
pike, a compromise bctwe.en the more, 
expensive macadamized road, 
aud the- 


lesser expensive graveled road, but the 
idea is general, that a hard bottom is ab- 
solutely necessary and it certainly is, if 
the road bed is to be regarded at all as 
a good substantial roud. In this particu- 
lar county the people have under the 
state law petitioned i'or 
seventy-five 


miles of pike road this spring.....The 
county now possesses 330 miles in grav- 
eled roads, and it is expected by fall: to. 
increase this number to over 400 milos. 
An account of the work in the Record 
Herald says: 


'Only a repeal or revision of the new 


law under which tho work is being car- 
ried forward cun stop'the improvement, 
because the farmers are favoring it. Un- 
der the new law a majority of the resi- 
dents, property owners on a road, may 
have it graveled, aud they are permitted 
to assess'property owners off the road 
two miles ce<:h way. Not only arc the 
main rends lieing graveled, but the cross- 
roads are receiving attention. 
Some oi 


the best towns on the Fort Wnyno and 
Conncrsvillc line of the Lake Eric and 
Western Road arc feeling the advantage 
of this road building, and shipments to 
market have already been greatly falici- 
tatcd." 


In our own state there lias been a dis- 


tinct advance in public sentiment on the: 
good roads question but nothing , like 
that reported from other states. 
This 


sentiment should be of such pronounced 
degree that it should influence the next 
legislature to enact.<r substantial work- 
ing good roads law, doing.justice to the 
state itself, tho county, the road district 
nnd the people owning .frontage-on the 
roads. If this work can be done with- 
out the infliction of this special assess- 
ment instrument of injustice, the better, 
and to avoid this, the establishment of 
road districts on a. different basis than 
nt present, with taxable powers, is pre- 
ferable. Then the cost would be divided 
as it should be between the slate at 
large, the county, and the road district. 
Something to the purpose should 
be 


commenced in the next legislature. 


DISCOURTESY AXD INTOLERANCE 


ABROAD. 


A fair sample of the intolerant spirit 


manifested in these days by some believ- 
ers in cults, or advocates of certain as- 
sumed important matters, is given in the 
late instance of one of the members of 
the Daughters of the Revolution who de- 
manded from President Roosevelt the 
reasons why he had declined to be pres- 
ent at the laying of the corner stone of 
their memorial continental hall. The oc- 
casion was the reception of the visiting 
daughters nt the White House, though

• H seems the president had made his 
excuses in the ordinary form, but 
of- 


this, one of the members calling at tho. 
White House was not satisfied, and pro'-1 


ccedcd to take nn unfair and unwoman- 
ly advantage of the 
occasion. On ap- 


proaching the president declares the cdi-. 
tor of Leslie's Weekly, this particular 
member demanded to Unow why he had 
failed to accept tho invitation to 
the 


corner stone laying. The president con- 
descended to reply, with great truth and 
sincerity, that he '"was very busy,' but 
that ho was deeply interested in the no- 
ble purposes and plans of the daughters 
and wished them success. Tl.c New Ter- 
se v woman, proceeded to administer a 
lecture to the chief 
executive 
whose 


guest she was. and to tell him thnt 
nothing should keep him away from the 
corner stone laying, and but that for the 
daughters and the continental' fathers 
and nn overruling providence, and so an, 
ho might not be president. As gracious- 
ly as possible the president passed this 
peculiar ppeciman along tho 
line 
for 


some one else 
to 
tackle. What 
ho 


thought of her conduct was precisely 
what every other thoughtful and con- 
siderate man and woman thinks." " 


Here is the central idea prevailing, the 


particular tiring this person was interest- 
ed in had assumed .an importance arising, 
superior to all other affairs of life, and 
n disposition to-berate others i»vho;had 
not looked through the same view. There 
is altogether too much of it abroad-in 
the country for the- country's best gooil. 


PRESERVE THE AMENITIES. 


Two complete state tickets have been 


placed in nomination, 'One • headed by 
Governor La Follette nnd; the other by 
ex-Congressman Cook of Neenah. That 
the parting of the ways will bo a mat-

At the congressional convention held 


it Monroe yesterday, lion. 1C A. Coop-' 
or, after being nominated for the sev- 
ejiih time for congress, was requested to 
shy .something in regard to the recent 
light for governor auiong the Republi- 
cans of Wisconsin. After his speech of 
acceptance Mr. Cooper said with refer- 
cincc to the matter: 


< Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: There 
is one other subject about which I have 
bedn, today, earnestly requested to say 


word to" the convention. I refer to 


ray position during the contest among 
Republicans preceding the recent state 
convention at Madison. This is a sub- 
ject which, to me, does not 'seem at all 
;ennane to this occasion; and therefore 
1 should not allude to it here today, but 
for the urgent appeals of friends among 
the delegates representing both sides iu 
the struggle over the nomination ior 
governor. 


Mr. -Chairman and gentlemen, I took 


no part in that contest. 1 think that all 
of the members of the delegation in the 
house from Wisconsin, with possibly two 
exceptions, refrained from participation 
in the pre-convention campaign. 


My vote as a representative in con- 


gress is as potent in Maine or Texas, or 
Porto Rico, or Alaska, or Hawaii, or the 
Philippiics, as it is in the First district 
of Wisconsin. As such representative it 
is my duty to do what i may by the 
votes I enst and the measures I advo- 
cate, on the floor of the house, to forth- 


national policies for national purpos- 


es. A representative-in congress owes a 
duty not only to his immediate constitu- 
ents, but to 'all of the people subject to 
our laws. He- sho-uld receive or be 'de- 
nied confidence 
and support 
upon his 


record as a legislator 
and upon the 


promise it may or may not present of 
future usefulness, and not because cer- 
tain of his constituents prefer that this 
or.that man should receive the nomina- 
tion for governor. If there be a caritest 
over a nomination for sheriff must a 
representative in congress take sides? If 
there bn a controversy over the nomina- 
tion for governor is it always the duty 
of a representative -to tftke sides? The 
"terms "stalwart" and "half breed" have 
iio meaning on the floor of the house, 
: Gentlemen, my course, which has been 
that of a. Inrge majority of my Collea- 
gues from this state, was'not dictated 
by fear.

THE GREATEST NEGLIGENCE.

last year the number of births filed was, 
951. 
Register of Deeds Herzog states 


that he,is confident between 500 and 000 
births were never recorded and that 
many physicians and midwives violated 
the law. The probabilities arc that when 
the board of health of the state is advis- 
ed there will be a quiet investigation. It 
is not believed that the physicians in: 
tentionally violate the law, 
but that 


they are simply careless in recording the 
births. 
By this neglect they are daily 


subjecting themselves to fines ranging 
from 525 to $100.

terday, eaws the Record Herald, -when

'pletcd. 
This report shows that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt has 744 votes .absolutely 
instructed for him, while 226 arejinin- 
structed.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 23, 0 p. :m.— 


According to reports which have reach- 
ed the Russian headquarters at Liao 
Yang from Chinosc sources, the Japan- 
ese have made a land attack on Port 
Arthur, but have been repulsed with 
heavy loss. The truth of the report is 
questioned here. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 23, 4:30 p, 


m.—The report that Rear Admiral Jes- 
seri, finding it impossible to save the pro 
tectcd cruiser 
Bogatyr, which went 


ashore recently in a fog on the rocks ol 
Vladivostok, caused her to be blown up, 
is confirmed. 


The guns of Bogatyr were removed be- 


fore she was destroyed. No loss of life 
attended her destruction. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May" 23,'4:15 "p. 


m.—The admiralty reports that the bat- 
tleship Orel, which 
suddenly sank at 


Cronstadt on the night of May 20 as the 
result, according to report, of her sea 
valves being open and which was subse- 
quently raised, has not sustained any in- 
juries. The investigation into the cause 
of the accident is not concluded. 


An investigation by the authorities in- 


to the recent attempts to destrpy some 
of the vessels of the Baltic fleet at Cron- 
stadt has resulted in the arrest of four 
Japanese spies who seem to have escap- 
ed detection by wearing the uniform of 
naval cadets, thus obtaining admission 
to the navy yard and access to the ships 
without difficulty. 


It is believed they thay are also re- 


sponsible for the fire started some time 
back near the navnl magazine and for 
the opening of the sea valves of the Orel. 
The authorities here think y>e Japanese 
have been harbored by anarchists. 


JEWS FIRE ON POLICE. 


GOMEL, Russia, May 23.—A band of 


fifty young Jews made an anti-war dem- 
onstration in the streets here last night. 
They carried a red banner bearing an 
inscription reading: 


"Down with the war!" and scattered 


an inflammatory proclamation. The po- 
lice interfered in the interest of order, 
whereupon the Jews fired upon them. 
The police answered with 
firing* two 


rounds in the air. The Jews then dis- 
persed. The population was consider- 
ably exercised over the event. 


CZAR GREATLY EXCOURAGED.

journey indeed infused new strength in- 
to both the nation and the ruler. 


PEASANTS AS BODY GUARD. 


"Touching evidences of the deep af- 


fection of the peasants were given at 
many places. I recall one in particular. 
The emperor slept at a monastery near 
Kremenchug. Early in the morning he 
went out for a walk attended only by an 
aide-de-camp thinking to pass unnoticed 
through the village. But the peasants 
at once recognized him and the news of 
his presence spread like wildfire. Hun- 
dreds of pensans soon collected, forming 
a devoted body guard. The emperor 
talked to them in simple language tell- 
ing them their little 
mother, Rus- 


sia, had need of her sons in the far cast. 


The oldest of the peasants alone ven- 


tured to reply it being contrary to the 
patriarchal 
custom .of village life 
for 


the young to lift their voices on mat- 
twi «i moment. They said, 'You are 


our sunlight, show us the way and we 
will follow. Our lives and ali we have 
are yours.' 


"The body guard kept growing and 


when the enipror at last reached his 
quarters there were several thousands 
of them about him."

A sad accident, resulting in the death 


of John Rasnvussen, nged 26, and thi

Root river, about two miles north of the 
Rapids dam.

MAY HAVE BEEN STUNNED. 


Three boys in a boat not a hundred 


feet away,' rowed to the scene of the ac- 
cident, but could render no assistance, 
and the supposition is that Mr. Rasmus- 
sen was struck on the head by the boat 
and stunned, for he was a good swim- 
mer. 
The accident created the greatest 


excitement, and after Mr. Dross was res-

the bishops on the platform, came to the 
Front of the speaker's stand and in a 
tense and impressive tone of voice begu

Two of the prisoners are bad men. 


The one giving his name as George.Ma- 
son is no other than John Patterson, a 
hold-up man of reputation. He has only 
been out of Joliet two years where he 
served seven years on charge of holding 
up a citizen and'shooting him. He has 
also been in prison, for other offenses. 


Thelen has served four years for bur-, 


glary and ho also served time in the 
Bridewell and other prisons and is an 
ali around crook. 


Devereaux appears to 
be clean ' of 


crime and this is his rirst offense. . He is 
the son of a prominent contractor.. The 
men deny that there was a fight of any 
kind when they were arrested. .One of 
them was apprehended in a saloon and 
the other on the street and made no re- 
sistance. Mason, or Patterson, was ar- 
rested at the time of the car robberies.

Republicans Have Great Need o: 


an Even Temper. 


Calmer Members Will Await the De- 


cision of Courts on the Legal 


Status of Tickets. 


MADISON, May 21.—With the atmos 


phere cleared of the acrimonious 
fae 


tionalism which during the past lew 
days has resulted in the placing of two 
tickets'in the field both claiming to be 
the regular Republican ticket, the ques- 
tion is being asked "could it not have 
been averted?" Was there not 
some 


manner in which the warring factions 
could have been brought together, in the 
interests of party harmony? 


Could not a standard bearer have been 


secured by throwing aside Baensch, Cook 
and La Follette who. would have served 
.the purpose of a peace candidate? In 
the nature of things this was impossi- 
ble. Cook had stood on a peace plat- 
form, denounced "stalwartism" as earn- 
estly as he did "half breedism," and 
prayed and begged for party harmony, 
but the governor's adherents would not 
listen to Cook, they were there to re- 
nominate the governor, and for that p'ur 
pose alone. The other side was on hand 
to nominate anybody but la toilette and 
to accept no compromise, wherein the 
name of La Fcllette should figure on the 
ticket. They argued that for the past 
four years we have had nothing but par- 
ty war, and they were tired of it. The 
governor's followers insist that all his 
plans for reform have been blocked by 
the legislature as effectively as though 
the. legislative branch was in the Demb- 
cr.ats hands. This was the keynote of 
the,governor's speech o£ acceptance, the 
redemption of party pledges as exempli- 
fied, in the: platforms of two and four 
years ago. : . , . , 


The stalwarts in their platform have 


incorporated in more temperate form 
.some of the reforms called for by La 
iFollctte and much that is an unpleasant 
reminder to the governor that there is 
need of a houseclcaning by his official 
family. 


Because of being possessed of the or- 


ganization known as the state central 
committee and that committee assuming 
powers not heretofore exercised by that 
body, denying seats in the temporary 
organization to those delegates bearing 
legally certified credentials from their 
county committees, the governor's fol 
lowers, it is charged, have been guilty of 
an unwarranted usurpation of rights 
that will not be sustained by either the 
national committee in the seating of del 
cgates at large or by the courts in rec 
ognizing the La Follette ticket as enti- 
tled to a place on the ballot under the 
regular party heading. 


"In the meantime Republicans of both 


factions should bear in mind that there 
is little to be gained by charging one or 
the other with party treason by virtue 
of their adherence to, or expressed pref- 
erence for, the ticket which best repre- 
sents their views. All this talk of sub- 
mitting to the will of the majority or to 
the wishes of the people sounds very 
nice, but it docs not settle anything. 
With each side conceding to the other, 
virtually 500 each of the.1,065 delegates, 
and the rest of the Go in dispute, the 
"majority" is not so overwhelmingly 
conclusive as to give the "party treason" 
argument very much weight.

-. NEW York, Slay 21.—The United 
States battleship Kentucky anchored off 
Tompkinsville, today, having made the 
world's record run for a warship from 
Hong Kong and Madeira to New York. 
The total distance steamed was 12,699 
miles from Hong Kong at an average 
speed of 12.7 knots. The last run of 2,900 
miles from Madeira to New York was 
made at an average speed of 13.8 knots. 
The whole distance was made under nat- 
ur^l draught. 
The Kentucky has been in commission 
a little more than four years and her 
first run was out,to the China station. 
She has been the flagship of the squadron 
fM\ three years, and has flown the flag 
of Rear Admiral Evans for more than 
two years. She left Manila, March 13, 
docked at Hong Kong on MarchvlS, anct 


liled for home on March 29. She ,reach.-; 


ed Colombo, Ceylon, .on -April, 8, -after, a 
run of three thousand miles. : -The Ken-' 
tncky left Colombo, on April 11, and ar-' 
rived at Port Said, Egypt, by April 23.! 
She left,Port Said two days later ,andi 
reached Suez April 25. At Suez she re-j 
ceived the intelligence of the accident toi 
the battleship Missouri off Pensacola' 
and $700 was raised by the Kentucky 
crew for the benefit of the families of 
the men killed.

CHICAGO, May 20.—A special to the 


Daily News from Tokio says: 


Port Arthur is to be taken by storm 


the moment proper preparations have 
been completed. Siege guns have yet to 
be placed in positionjand the land forc.es 
appointed for the assault have to be 
strengthened.. The unexpected loss of 
two'finB Vessels has .^mpliasized the inse- 
curity of sea power and'the authorities 
fel that no chances must be taken, that 
woitld encourage Russia to send out the 
Baltic fleet counting? on finding a harbor 
of refuge in Port Arthur. 


It is realized that the storming of the 


fortress will inevitably cost many, lives, 
jut it is said that the waters wliere the' 
Japanese ships are' forced, to''maneuver 
are becoming so dangerous because of 
floating mines that heroic measures are 
imperative. Under these circumstance^ 
it'is thought that life1 will be economized 
by storming the stronghold and elitni- 
nafing it and the adjacent waters from 
the area of 'actual conflict. 


. ''COSSACKS STRIKE HARD BLOW." 
i,,'.ST. PETERSBURG, May 20, 6:40 p. 
m,—Following on the heels of the news., 
of the disaster to the Japanese fleet the 
general staff today "received official ad- 
vices of the defeiat of the Japanese force 
which was marching northward' from 
Feng1 Wang Cheng for the purpose of 
executing a. flank movement ou Mukden. 
Details of the dispatch will not be made 
public. until it has passed by the war 
commission, 'but enough has been com- 
municated to the Associated Press to 
make it clear that in order to save 
themselves from destruction, the Japan- 
ese were, compelled to retire toward 
Feng Wang Cheng. Since Gen. Kuroki 
sent a column northward to gain the 
road leading directly west from Mukden 
Gen. Kuropatkiu has kept it under the 
closest surveillance, awaiting the mo- 
ment when it should be so distant from 
the main- Japanese army as to prevent 
its 
easy reinforcement. In observing 


this plan the Russians withdrew and the 
Japanese not finding a strong force of 
the enemy before them, continued to ad- 
vance. 


THUNDERBOLT LET LOOSE. 


.When the time foir action came Gen- 


eral' Kuropatkin let Genera! Rennen- 
kamuff loose from leash.* Gen. Renncn- 
kampff had under his command only a 
few regiments, but they were the flow- 
er of the Cossack cavalry. On May 18 
lie fell on the enemy, whose number, is 
not revealed 'as yet with such vigor as 
to compel the Japanese retirement 12 
miles toward the base, near enough, it 
is presumed-to have received reinforce- 
ments from Gen. Kuroki who must im- 
mediately have been advised of the awk- 
ward predicament.

Mothers congress which held an annual 
session at Chicago some few weeks ago, 
•will continue to be the subject of« dis- 
cussion for some time to come. There 
were some noticeable talks 
in which 


some hard truths were told, and it 1ms 
been clear that there existed no intention 
to conceal some matters that the public 
should be better informed upon. But it 
looks evident enough that the public 
needs no particular information as much 
as it does waUing up to take -, action 
upon what it docs know. Thiii public 
knows a, great deal, but it requires a 
continual thrashing of the 
evils 
all 


around us to induce any sort of action 
at all looking towards the amelioration 
of them.' 


One of trie giant evils is the going 


astray of the young in consequence of 
defective bringing up at hptne, and the 
work of reforming delinquent children 
is a problem that besets many good men 
and women, who have act themselves to 
work to stem the tide. Juvenile delin- 
quency is an evil to be corrected if com- 
munities would reduce the percentages 
of crime and cost of running the courts 
and police departments, and it is the 
best methods of bringing about refor- 
mation in children who have gore wrong, 
that is stirring the minds of many good 
men and women. 


Houses of correction and houses of de- 


tention, and juvenile courts are all me- 
thods adopted, for the dread of confining 
children in prisons, has been a merciful 
factor in discouragir;; the imprisonment 
of the young in jails where older per- 
sons were confined. One of the speakers 
at this congress was Judge Lindsay of 
the Denver, Colorado, Juvenile court. 
This speaker declared the Illinois} juve- 
nile court law not comparable in effic- 
iency with the law of his state and pro- 
ceeded to explain the workings of the 
Colorado law which is well worth repro- 
ducing. lie said: 


"While we concede to "Illinois the first 


law, we claim to have the best. We 
claim this because it is the only law in 
the union that holds parents and others 
legally responsible for the moral delin- 
quency of children, and out there we 
nre enforcing the statute by sending fa- 
thers and others to jail. We have had 
about fourteen parents in jail in the last 
three mouths. 


"We do not stop at the fathers. At a 


recent clean-up in the juvenile court we 
sent to jail two men for selling cigar- 
ettes to boys, one for selling them to lit- 
tle girls, several for liquor selling and 
two for selling dangerous firearms to 
children of 11 and 1Z years. A $10 fine 
and suspension of judgment on condition 
that the childish ofl'ense is not repeated 
^n' the case of many careless mothers 
works* wonders. 


"At least half the murderers of this 


country in tlie last few years have come 
•from among the boys and young men of 
the nation. More than half of the in- 
mates of jails and penitentiaries come 
from among our boys. 
In your cities, 


eliminate the common arrests for drunk- 
enness and disorderly conduct and count 
the offenses against property and per- 
son, and you will find that one-fifth to 
one-fourth of all the arrests are airiong 
the youth under 21 years, the great m.v 
jority being between 10 and 17 years. 
Does anyone doubt that the nation has 
a/ serious boy problem on its hands?" 


Hut it may be asked why not 
try 


something more civilized upon the fath- 
ers than 
imprisoning them. 
Possibly 


the dread of a prison cell might exert a 
reformatory influence upon some 
nVen 


possessing children inclined to roam the 
streets, but it seems true enough that 
sometimes children for some unaccounta- 
ble causes will go astray even when the 
Very best of parents seriously labor with 
them. It may all be that some time the 
true key note of tho cause of juvenile 
crime may be struck, anil that may bo 
in the deterioration of parents, of the 
carelessness of parents in all walks of 
life in not exerting themselves more to 
make pleasant homes for children, and of 
the results of unsuitable marriages. 


SEED FOR CALMNESS. 


As the law has jurisdiction over po- 


litical • organizations and their methods 
ns is shown in the enactment of caucus 
laws and primary laws as well ns to how 
citizens shall vote, there can be no ques- 
tion but what the courts can determine 
the regularity of nominations and as to 
the regular ticket on the ballot. This 
question has been determined before and 


it can be agaiji where there are disputes;. 


In .view of the course pursued by the 


state central committee in deciding the 
contests aud the consequent admission 
to the convention of delegates not pos- 
sessing the regularly "accre'dited,creden- 
tials,- with such later on'voting-pir the 
cases other than that of their particular 
district, thusl.depriving the convention 
itself .of its rightful powers, should this 
feature, be taken trj the courts to legally 
determine the question, of regularityfias 
it most probably will be by the Baenseh 
and Cook men, it does not secern 'I/here 
should be any opposition from'the., sup: 
porters of the. governor who controlled 
the committee. 


In one way it is but an arbitration, 


and in these days arbitration is not an 
objectionable process of determining dis- 
putes. Thia would, settle a question of 
regularity and if tlie governor wins put 
would giva.h'im a position of much 
more strength. 


If the state can be spared two rival 


contesting Republican 
tickets every 


earnest Repxiblican can not 
but feel 


greatly relieved. 


It is true the national convention will 


be called upon to decide as between two 
sets of delegates from this. state, but 
this would not decide as to the official 
character as regards the official ballot. 
This can only be done by the state 
courts. The stamp of the., national con- 
vention would certainly affix a certain 
regularity, according as its decision went 
on the only matter it could decide, the 
delegates to sit in the national conven- 
tion, and this would spread over the 
state the ticket a regularity as it were, 
but it could not determine .the .official 
standing of the nominations of conven- 
tion number two, headed by Hon. S. A. 
Cook, since the secretary of state will, 
unless prevented by the courts, give that 
precedence to convention number one, 
headed by, Governor La Follctte. Jt is 
possible, of course, the national convex 
tion may avoid fully recognizing either 
of the two disputants and give to each 
half a vote, though there is not, much 
question but that the rights 'of .state 
conventions will be upheld as against 
the control of a state central commit- 
tee. 


Since the above was written notice has 


been served upon,the chairman of the 
convention that nominated Governor 
La Toilette notifying him to preserve all 
papers and records bearing iipon the 
question of regularity intact, that the 
same may be used as evidence to present 
to tho national convention of tlie Repub- 
lican party which convenes in Chicago 
on June 21st. Further the notice serv- 
ed calls upon Hon. Gco. E. Bryant, 
Frank Tucker and Hon. W. D. Connor 
by the chairman of the state central

nominating Hon. S. A. Cook, demanding 
that such chairman, Theodore W. Gold- 
er be permitted' to inspect any and all 
papers and documents bearing upon the 
question as to who were elected as del- 
egates to the convention 'called to meet 
in the gymnasium building at Madison 
on Slay 18th, at noon.. 


In due time'the courts will be formal- 


ly called on to determine all points in 
question and such decision will determine 
the place on the official ballot as well as 
the powers of a state central committee 
to supercede the province of a conven- 
tion. 


THE >I,ATFOnMS. 


Tlie platforms of the rival conventions 


cordially indorse the national adminis- 
tration and President Roosevelt. On the 
main subjects, of the day both represent 
a sound 'Republicanism and are in ac- 
cord with the Republicans of the. state. 
Convention number one on the tariff in- 
dorses the policy of protection and says 
its aim should stimulate .competition in 
the market and not destroy it by favor- 
ing trust combinations. It favors tariff 
revision wherever protective duties ben- 
efit ca.pital only to the injury of the 
consumer and workingnmn. ,A plank ap- 
proves of the recommendations of the 
interstate commission and pledges sup- 
port to the president and commission 
from increasing burdens imposed on the 
people by public service corporations. 


The state administration and governor 


La Follette is commended and indorsed. 
The primary law is indorsed and depart- 
ment officials praised for their services. 
Tlie repeal of the mortgage tax law is 
demanded and an amendment of the an- 
ti-pass law favored which will make it 
impossible for officials to accept passes 
even if wholly or partly paid for by ser- 
vice. Denounces as subversive of popu^ 
lar government attempts of employers 
to cause employes to vote at caucuses 
or conventions; calls for state control 
of passenger and freight rates, and de- 
nounces the press for publishing state- 
ments that could have been verified aa 
having no foundation whatever. Plat- 
form pledges are referred 
to 
and'de- 


mands that their integrity be respected. 


The convention placing Hon. S. A. 


Cook in nomination for governor indorse 
Senators Spooner and Quarles and iirge 
the re-election of both these two sena- 
tors. The tariff plank favors revision 
by the friends of protection. As to state 
affairs a plank disapproves of third term 
nominations; favors'a close distinction 
as between the legislative, judicial and 
executive departments; favors non-par- 
tisan judges to the supreme court; calls 
for careful legislative investigation in 
railroad taxation affairs.. A plank fav- 
ors a railroad commission of three mem- 
bers to be elected at spring elections 
with 
full power to originate actions 


against corporate .poivers when such ex- 
cee.d just'legal powers. 


A plank favors legislation. to prevent 


a state central committee Jrom usurping 
the powers of a state convention, or to 
unseat delegates having prima facie cva- 
denccs of their election; a law is favor- 
ed which wiir turn all fees received by i 


state officials into the state treasury 
and to place the insurance commissioner 
on a salary. 


BETTERING THE ROADS. 


That the western farmers have 'ser- 


iously taken up the good roads move- 
ment is gathered from, the increasing at- 
tendance at- the good roads meetings. 
and from the favorable character of the 
road legislation in some states. Even 
where 
no 
available 
state 
legisla- 


tion 
has 
been ' enacted the grow- 


ing 
feeling 
favoring 
better 
road- 


ways, is leading to local improvements 
in a number of states. From one Indi- 
ana county ,Wells, is reported for in- 
stance a wonderful advancement. The 
favorite road in the central west is the 
pike, a compromise between the more 
expensive macadamized road, and the 
lesser expensive graveled road, but the 
idea is general, that a hard bottom is ab- 
solutely necessary and it certainly is, if 
the road bed is to be regarded at all as 
a good substantial road. In this particu- 
lar county the people have under the 
state law petitioned 
for 
seventy-five 


miles of pike road this spring,,,,The 
county now possesses 330 miles in grav- 
eled roads, and it is expected by..fall,to 
increase this number to over 400 miles. 
An account of the work in the Record 
Herald says: 


"Only a repeal or revision of the new 


law imdcr which the work is being car- 
ried forward can stop' the improvement, 
because the farmers are favoring it. Tin. 
der the new law a majority of the resi- 
dents, property owners on a road, may 
have it graveled, and they are permitted 
to assess'property owners off-the'road 
two miles ea/jh way. Not only are tlie 
main-roads being graveled, but the cross- 
roads are receiving attention. 
Some of 


the best towns on the Fort Wayne and 
Connersville line of the Lake Erie and 
Western Eoad arc feeling the advantage 
of this rond building, and shipments to 
market have already been greatly falici 
tatcd." 
: 


In our own state there has been a dis- 


tinct advance in public sentiment on the 
good roads question but; nothing , like 
that reported from other states. 
This 


sentiment should be of such pronounced 
degree that it should influence the next 
legislature to enact of substantial work- 
ing, good roads law, doing! justice to the 
state itself, the county,, the .road district 
and the people owning .jrrpntage-on the 
roads. If this work can be done with 
out the infliction of this special assess- 
ment instrument of injustice, the better, 
and to avoid this, the establishment of 
road districts on a different basis than 
at present, with taxable powers, is pre- 
ferable. Then the cost would be divided 
as it should be between the state at 
large, the county, and the road' district. 
Something to the purpose should be 
commenced in tlie next legislature.

The telegraph may not be absolutely per 
feet but no system yet, has been devised 
to snpercede this, and yet it has been 
proposed and is now done, on more than 
one road, so it is reported, to give all 
train orders by telephone.

through the very imperfect as yet, tele 
phone, the indifference which some por- 
tions of the public suspect railroad of- 
ficials view the thing, may be strength- 
ened.

n the pre-convention campaign. •

and many physicians are liable to a hea-

RACINE MINISTERS PROMPT. 


. Examination of the records at the reg- 
ster'of deeds office reveals that during 
he year 1903 there were recorded three 
mndred and eighty-one marriages; the 
>poks of County Clerk Bell show that 
84 licenses were issued. 
This leaves 


mly three short of registration, evidence 
.hat Racine ministers' have been very 
>rompt in filing marriage certificates. 
?he'fact that three are short is not evi- 
lence that the marriages took place 
ifere, because a license might have been 
ibtained and the parties decided not to 
marry, or have the marriage performed 
n another state. This 'evidence relieves 


any minister or other permm in Racine 
county from liability in .that direction. 


The records chow that 723 death* oc- 


curred in the entire county and were 
•filed. This includes bodies brought here 
from abroad. There is no opportunity 
for escape from recording deaths, for the 
reason nobody can be interred without 
a permit of the health office. Violation 
of the law in this direction is practically 
impossible. 
' 


THE GREATEST NEGLIGENCE. 


It is.ths recording of birthg, however, 


where the 
phyalcinns and raid-wive* 


have made themselves / liable. During 
last year the number of births filed was, 
951. Register of Deeds Herzog etates 
that he ,is confident between 500 and 600 
births were never recorded, and that 
many physicians and midwifes violated 
the law. Tlte probabilities arc that when 
the board of health of the state is advis- 
ed there will be a quiet investigation. It 
is not believed.that the ph7sicians inr 
tentionally violate the law, 
but thaj 


they are simply careless in recording the 
births. By this neglect they arc daily 
subjecting themselves to flues ranging 
from $25 to $100.

1ST RELATION TO STATE AFFAIRS. 


The Republican party declares in rela- 


tion to state'affairs:'1

"First—That we approve, of the wise 


rule; which has commended itself gem 
erally to the people of the United States, 
that no chief executive, either.of the 
state or tlie nation, should be nominated 
for three t^rms in succession. 
. Second—That it is vital to the success 
pf representative government under our 
political system that the distinction be- 


tween the three great independent and 
co-ordinate branches of the government, 
the executive, legislative and judicial, 
shall at all times be strictly observed. 


Third—That it is especially important 


that the selection and election of judges 
of the supreme court be free from parti- 
sanship. 


Fourth—That public officials, of what- 


'ever grade, paid out of moneys exacted 
from the people, are the servants of all 
"the people, and should be held to strict 
accountability for the discharge of pub- 
lic duty. 
:,- Fifth—That the administration of the 
government shall be as economical as is 
compatible with efficiency. 
-" 


.,-Sixth—We further declare that rail- 
way corporations, are the creatures of 
jthp state and subject. to regulation by 
jthe. state. This principle, long ago.set- 
tied by the, highest courts of the state 
and nation, has not been and cannot be 
successfully challenged. The franchises 
and powers conferred upon such corpora- 
tions ore primarily for the public ser- 
vice, and the exercise of the same should 
be limited by law and administration to 
the conservation of the general .public 
interest. These corporations are neces- 
sary to the public convenience and to the 
prosperity and commerce of all the peo- 
ple . All legislative regulation of public 
service corporations should be character- 
ized by a spirit of justice to the people 
on the one hand and to the great inter- 
ests which these, corporations represent 
on the other. It is oftentimes a prob- 
lem of great difficulty to make that fair 
adjustment which justice requires. 
It 


so vitally involves the interests of the 
state that it should not be entered upon 
blindly, upon assumption or allegation 
of contested fact, but should b,e preceded 
by: careful legislative investigation. Pas- 
sion and denunciation do not aid but 
they do obstruct a wise solution. 


RAILWAY COMMISSION. 


We favor the enactment of laws sup- 


plementing existing legislation, which, 
while. leaving the 
railway 
companies 


free to adapt their rates and regulations 
to the interests of sections, cities, and 
industries to the end that the develop- 
ment of the state may be thereby en-' 
'hirhded/ will prohibit, under heavy penal- 
ti*s, unjust discrimination as to persons 
or places, by secret preferences or other- 
wise; and we favor the enactment of a. 
law- creating a railway commission, of 
not more than three members, to be el- 
ected at the spring election, with 
full 


powers tn-invfmtigntc conditions, to orig- 


inate actions (either upon complaint or 
its own initiative), and to enforce (in 
the courts and by such other means as 
may be provided by law) a strict obser- 
vance of legal restrictions upon the ex- 
ercise of corporate power. 


We favor the retention of the provis- 


ion of existing law giving damages to 
the shipper for violation of, law, and pro- 
viding that the suit shall be brought 
and prosecuted in the name^of the state 
for the benefit of the shipper. 


PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 
- 
, Seventh—The last legislature enacted 
and has submitted to .the people, to be 
voted' upon at the- general election, a 
proposed primary election law. The l»w 
proposes a radical change in the nomi- 
•nating procedure of all parties, and af- 
fects every elector in the exercise of one 
of his functions, and we approve of the 
action of tlie Republican senate in de- 
clining to put into immediate operation 
by a majority vote of one party such 
a law, without first giving an opportun- 
ity to all the voters of the state, each 
voter upon his own responsibility and 
conscience, to pass upon it at the polla. 
It has passed the platform stage. If it 
shajl not be the will of the people to do 
away with all conventions in the future, 
we favor the enactment of such legisla- 
tion as shall provide specifically for the 
election and accrediting of delegates, and 
the legal effect which shall be given to 
credentials duly executed, to the 
end 


that it shall be impossible for any power 
ouj the convention itself to OTerrnlo the 
prim* facie title of delegates and turn 
preliminarily a majority into a minority. 


Eighth—We especially recommend the 


work of the tax commission as shown by 
its reports, and resolutions to previous 
legislatures, and we pledge the support 
of the nominees of this convention to tho 
advancement and completion of the great 
work upon which the commission has en- 
tered. 
We demand the enactment of 


such lawn as may be necessary 'to compel 
each indjvidual and every corporation 
transacting business within the state, 
except such fraternal and other associa- 
tion as are now exempted froni taxation 
by law, to bear a justly proportionate 
share of tlie burden of taxation.

OSES STEAK TRACTION ENGINE 


Bristol Farmer Fnta In Spring. Crop* 1>I 


Jfew Method ror Kenogha "County, 


Says the Kenosha News: Cicero Al- 


len, a well known farmer of the town of 
Bristol, has placed another indignity on 
the equine family and the time honored 
dxity of 
dragging the plow has been 


token away from the horses on that 
farm and a steam traction engine is be~- 
ing employed to put in the1 spring crops. 
Mr. Allen declares that he is saving time 
by his new power, and he thinks that "in 
a few years the horse will 4iot be used 
for farm work. 
, 


At the opening of the season Mr. 'Al- 


len was a little short of horses, and he 
decided to try the work of' putting in 
a crop with a traction engine. He had 
owned the engine for some, time, but it 
had been used only about a month each 
year to pull a threshing machine outfit 
about the country. He harnessed up 
the engine and attached it to a break- 
ing plow and started work. In the' first 
day he found that plowing with a..trac- 
tion engine was a decided success, and at 
the end of the third day he found that 
he had done a third more work than he 
could have done with a team, of horses. 
The following day the engine was push- 
.ed a little harder and even more work 
was completed. 


When the spring work was complete 


he attached the planter to.the engine 
and the corn went in so fast that Mr. 
Allen completed his corn planting .sev- 
eral days earlier than any of his neigh- 
bors. Then the neighbors began to bor- 
row the engine, and its use became gen- 
eral in the neighborhood. • 


Tho experiment in Bristol is attract- 


ing wide attention about the county and 
it is claimed that Mr. Aliens crop is put 
in as well or better than any crop in the 
neighborhood. There seems to bo only 
orre 
objection to the traction, engine 


taking the place of the horse and that 
is found in tho cost of operating. Of 
course the running of the engine de- 
mands the services of two men and.quite 
an expense to provide fuel for the steam, 
but the farmers claim that the amount 
saved in time will more thnn pay for 
this additional expense. 


Farmers in the far west have been 


using the traction engine in this way 
for several years, but this is the first 
time the • experiment has been tried in 
Kenosha coimty.
